Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale 


1  This  is  a  public  auction  and  mail-b.d  sale  held  by  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc. ,  a  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneer  (the  Auctioneer  ).  Although  the 
Auctioneer  mav  not  withdraw  anv  lot  after  a  call  for  bids  has  been  made  with  respect  to  that  lot,  the  consignor  of  the  property  included  in  the  lot  may  bid  on 
and  purchase  the  lot  at  the  auction  sale  for  his  own  account.  If  he  does  so,  he  must  pay  both  the  seller  scommission  and  buyer  s  premium.  In  addition,  each 
consignor  of  property  was  permitted,  at  the  time  of  consignment,  to  submit  to  the  Auctioneer  a  reserve  bid  on  such  property.  Such  reserve  bid  shall  be  the  opening 
bid  on  the  property,  unless  a  higher  mail  bid  has  been  submitted.  The  purchase  of  a  lot  by  consignor’s  reserve  bid  shall  obligate  such  consignor  to  pay  a  special 
reserve  fee,  instead  of  a  buyer’s  premium,  to  the  auctioneer. 

2.  The  highest  bidder  acknowledged  by  the  Auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion 
immediately  put  the  lot  up  for  sale  again.

We  are  delighted  to  name  this  year’s  ANA  auction  in  honor  of  Academy  Award  winning  writer-producer  Stirling 
Silliphant.  Millions  of  movie  buffs  have  thrilled  to  his  productions  such  as  In  the  Heat  of  the  Night,  The  New 
Centurions,  Charly,  and  The  Poseidon  Adventure.  Mr.  Silliphant  was  born  in  Detroit,  but  was  raised  on  the  road  as 
his  father  was  a  traveling  cosmetics  salesman.

1  grains,  which 
is  higher  than  the  new  standard  of  206.25  grains  put  into  effect  in 
1837.  “As  the  few  pieces  struck  in  1836  were  apparently  released 
by  the  Mint  itself  to  any  interested  visitors  as  examples  of  the  new 
steam  coinage,  nearly  all  are  circulated  enough  to  make  identifica¬ 
tion  by  weight  almost  impossible.”  Because  the  differences  in  the 
weight  are  indeed  small,  one  requires  a  Mint  State  example  to  pro¬ 
ve  definitely  that  a  given  coin  came  from  either  the  1836  or  1837 
strikings.

929  1794  FINE  (12/12).  Re-engraved  stars*.  Stars  two  through  eight 

have  been  re-engraved  and/or  strengthened.  The  repair  work  is 
noticeable  only  at  the  second  star,  which  seems  to  be  sitting  in  a 
depressed  area.  None  of  the  rest  of  the  coin  has  been  touched.  Struck 
from  mis-aligned  dies,  resulting  in  weakness  at  the  bottom  of  the 
date  and  on  “ED  STAT”  on  the  reverse.  The  color  is  a  silvery-grey, 
with  lighter  devices  and  lettering.  If  you  don’t  mind  the  repair  work, 
this  is  a  pleasing  and  acceptable  example  of  this  rare  coin.  In  fact, 
there  is  more  detail  in  Liberty’s  hair  than  one  would  normally  ex¬ 
pect  to  fmd  on  a  coin  of  this  grade.  The  1 794  Dollar  is  an  interesting 
coin.  For  instance,  David  Rittenhouse,  then  Director  of  the  Mint, 
took  it  upon  himself  to  alter  the  amount  of  silver  in  the  coin,  resulting 
in  fairly  heavy  losses  to  some  of  the  earliest  and  larger  customers 
of  the  Mint.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  silver  content  of  the  1794 
Dollar  differs  slightly  from  that  of  later  years!  (photo) 


930  1794  VERY  FINE  (20/20).  Re-engraved  stars*.  Apparently,  some 

expert  repair  work  was  done  on  this  coin  on  the  lower  left  obverse 
and  the  correspoding  area  on  the  reverse.  The  second  through  fourth 
stars  have  been  re-engraved  and  strengthened  and  the  same  was  done 
to  the  STAT  of  STATES  on  the  reverse.  The  work  was  executed 
superbly,  in  such  a  manner  that  most  people  would  not  detect  it. 
The  balance  of  the  coin  is  strictly  original,  exactly  as  nature,  the 
mint,  and  circulation  meant  it  to  be.  The  bottoms  of  the  date  are 
weak,  but  there  are  no  adjustment  marks,  rim  bruises  or  other 
defects  which  seem  to  accompany  almost  every  example  of  this  rare 
date.  Long  recognized  as  a  classic  American  rarity,  the  1794  Dollar 
tops  just  about  every  serious  Dollar  collectors  list!  (photo)

struck  and  toned  steely-gold  example  which  is  free  of  adjustment 
marks  or  any  unsightly  nicks  and  scratches.

Research  by  Bob  Julian  has  shown  that  the  so- 
called  ‘  ‘ Original  ”  1836  Gobrecht  Dollars  were  indeed  intended  for 
circulation  and  that  they  were  not  patterns  (as  they  have  been 
presented  traditionally).  This,  and  other  pieces,  lend  support  to 
that  conclusion.  In  fact,  it’s  probably  safe  to  say  that  the  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  1836  Original  Gobrechts  circulated  to  some  degree.  The 
opposite  is  true  on  most  pattern  issues,  which  remain  today  in  mostly 
pristine  conditions  (at  least  when  they  weren't  cleaned  or  careless¬ 
ly  spent  by  their  owners) .  The  example  we  offer  here  is  evenly  worn . 
and  shows  some  circulation  marks  in  the  fields.  The  most  noticeable 
of  these  is  a  small  dig  in  the  field  above  the  eagle's  head  on  the  reverse.

1935  1802/1  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (53/53)*.  A  wonderfully 
original,  green-gold  example  of  this  scarce  date.  Both  sides  are 
remarkably  well-preserved  for  a  coin  of  this  age,  and  there  are  no 
adjustment  marks  to  be  seen  anywhere.  The  lower  right  obverse 
denticles  are  somewhat  weak,  as  are  those  which  appear  on  the  direct 
opposite  side  of  the  coin.  Much  of  the  original  mint  luster  remains 
hidden  in  the  protected  areas,  and  the  overall  eye  appeal  of  this  coin

1936  1807  VERY  FINE  (20/20)*.  Evenly  worn  and  generally  free  of  sur¬ 
face  marks,  but  exhibiting  a  porous  appearance.  Final  year  of  issue 
and  an  affordable  example  of  this  very  elusive  type,  (photo) 


1937  1807  EXTREMELY  FINE  (40/40)*.  Struck  in  a  delicate,  green- 
gold  alloy,  with  some  pale  pink  highlights  on  the  raised  details.  Well 
struck  for  the  issue,  with  partial  denticles  on  the  obverse  and  full 
denticles  on  the  reverse.  Free  of  adjustment  marks  and  any  other 
distracting  marks  which  it  might  have  acquired  in  circulation.  A 
lovely  representative  on  not  only  the  date,  but  the  Type  as  well, 
(photo) 


1938  1808  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50/50)*.  An  unusually  choice 
example  of  the  lovely  John  Reich  design.  As  a  one-year  type  coin, 
the  1808  Quarter  Eagle  is  both  rare  and  extremely  desirable.  The 
coin  offered  here  is  particularly  well-struck  in  the  centers  and 
somewhat  weak  at  the  borders,  a  characteristic  common  to  all  known 
examples  of  the  issue.  It  is  noteworthy,  however,  that  some  obverse 
denticles  and  the  majority  of  reverse  denticles  are  visible.  This  piece 
also  is  free  from  rim  impairments  which  typically  plague  the  issue. 
Recent  auction  records  indicate  the  importance  of  this  offering:  an

1939  1808  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (55/55)*.  Bright  and  lustrous, 
with  ample  mint  brilliance  still  remaining  on  both  sides.  Some  very 
minor  adjustment  marks  are  visible  on  the  right  obverse  rim,  but 
these  affect  none  of  the  design.  A  few  light  marks  are  visible  on 
the  obverse,  along  with  some  insignificant  rim  dings.  The  reverse 
is  particularly  choice  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  The  1808  Quarter  Eagle 
is  a  one  year  Type  coin,  and  very  popular  for  that  reason.  When 
one  combines  that  fact  with  the  low  mintage  of  only  2,710,  an  ins¬ 
tant  rarity  is  created.  Akers  notes  that  most  of  the  known  survivors 
appear  in  Very  Fine  or  worse,  with  EF  and  better  examples  being 
very  scarce.  In  his  auction  survey,  Akers  found  only  eight  AU 
specimens,  and  since  several  of  these  appeared  in  the  early  part  of 
this  century,  it’s  safe  to  say  that  they  probably  wouldn’t  make  it 
in  today’s  atmosphere  of  tighter  grading  standards.  Regardless,  this

1934  1802/1  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50/50)*.  A  bright,  yellow- 
gold  example  with  some  Prooflike  tendencies  on  the  reverse.  The 
centers  are  very  well  struck  for  the  issue,  and  even  most  of  the  den¬ 
ticles  are  still  visible.

Well  struck, 
with  full  stars,  hair  and  feather  details  and  bold  rims  and  denticles! 
Lots  of  the  original  mint  luster  is  still  in  evidence,  and  there  is  very' 
little  actual  wear.  A  few  faint  hairlines  are  visible  on  the  obverse, 
probably  acquired  in  circulation,  as  the  coin  does  not  appear  to  have 
ever  been  cleaned.  One  or  two  insignificant  rim  dings  are  mentioned 
for  the  sake  of  being  accurate.  This  is  a  very  scarce  date,  with  a  min¬ 
tage  of  only  4,450  pieces.  As  with  most  of  the  early  Quarter  Eagles,

1941  1824/1  EXTREMELY  FINE  (40/40)*.  Breen  1,  R.5.,  the  only 

known  variety  of  the  year.  A  bright,  yellow  gold  example  of  this 
very  scarce  Type.  Most  of  the  details  are  strong  except  for  the  center 
of  the  eagle  on  the  left  side.  A  few  light  marks  are  visible  by  Liber¬ 
ty’s  mouth,  but  the  remainder  of  the  coin  is  free  of  any  serious  or 
unexpected  defects.  The  mintage  figure  of  2,600  pieces  has  been 
reduced  even  further  by  meltings  which  took  place  during  the 
1800’s.  A  very  rare  item,  (photo) 


1942  1825  FINE  (12/12)*.  A  rather  heavily  worn  example  of  this  rare 

date.  The  surfaces  are  somewhat  granular,  with  an  appearance  similar 
to  that  seen  on  the  matte  Proof  gold  coins  of  the  early  1900’s.  In 
terms  of  detail,  the  reverse  is  definitely  superior  to  the  obverse.  A 
great  coin  for  the  budget-minded  collector,  and  one  of  just  4,434 
pieces  struck. 


1943  1827  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  A  satiny  Gem,  with  deeply  lustrous 
surfaces  and  an  appealing,  original  coppery  toning  surrounding  the 
lettering  and  devices.  Very  well  struck  for  the  issue,  with  complete 
denticles  on  both  sides  and  with  most  of  the  hair  detail  visible  on 
the  obverse  (Akers  notes  that  this  date  “is  flatly  struck  on  the  head 
of  Liberty”).  He  states  further  that  “choice  specimens  of  this  date 
are  extremely  rare,  and  are,  in  my  experience,  less  available  than 
for  any  other  date  of  this  type.’  ’  This  piece  is  truly  exceptional,  and 
must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  In  our  estimation,  it  is  at  least  two 
or  three,  and  possibly  five  points  better  than  the  coin  plated  in  Akers 
book.  In  terms  of  condition,  it  would  be  next  to  impossible  to 
upgrade  this  piece,  as  we  doubt  if  there  are  any  tmer  coins  in  ex¬ 
istence,  with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  a  Proof  example.  We  ex¬ 
pect  intense  competition  for  this  awesome  coin,  (photo) 


1945  1834  No  Motto  AU  50/50*,  an  1866-S  Quarter  Eagle,  Fine  15/15*, 
well  worn,  and  an  1851-0  Double  Eagle.  EF  40/40*.  (Total:  3  coins) 

1946  1834  No  Motto  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (53/53)*.  Well 
struck,  greenish-gold  surfaces  with  luster  remaining  in  the  protected 
areas.  A  better  than  average  example  of  this  first  year  of  type. 

1947  1836  VERY  FINE  (20/20)*. 

1948  1836  MINT  STATE  (63/63)*.  Satiny  and  lustrous,  with  a  bright, 
original  appearance.  Very  difficult  to  obtain  in  this  lofty  state  of 
preservation,  as  evidenced  by  Akers’  average  grade  of  only  VF-30!

2104  1879  Flowing  Hair  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50/50).  Moun¬ 
ting  expertly  removed  from  edge  reeding*.  A  fully  detailed  example 
of  this  very  rare  issue,  with  only  very  light  circulation  marks.  Ap- 
parendy,  this  piece  was  part  of  a  brooch  or  clasp  at  one  time,  as  there 
are  four  areas  on  the  rim  where  some  solder  has  been  removed  and  the 
reeding  has  been  strenghtened.  This  work  has  been  experdy  done, 
and  is  nouceable  only  to  the  discerning  eye.  Stories  abound  about  how 
Congressmen  gave  examples  of  this  attractive  pattern  coin  to  their 
wives  and  mistresses,  resulting  in  many  coins  which  have  met  fates 
similar  to  this  one.  Many  Stellas  ended  up  as  earrings  or  in  brooches 
and  clasps.

HALF  EAGLES 


2105  1795  EXTREMELY  FINE  (40/40)*.  In  1795,  the  United  States 
issued  its  first  gold  coins.  The  reason  no  gold  coins  were  issued  in 
1793  (when  United  States  coins  were  first  issued)  was  because  the 
Chief  Coiner  and  Assayer  were  unable  to  come  up  with  the  money  for 
the  surety  bonds  required  by  the  Mint!  Only  the  Half  Eagle  and  Eagle 
were  produced  in  1 795 ,  and  many  collectors  feel  that  the  simplistic 
design  on  the  reverse  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  any  coin  design  (of 
course,  everyone  has  his/her  favorite  coin  design,  but  a  majority  agree 
on  this  coin  and  others,  such  as  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar, 
Saint  Gaudens  Double  Eagle,  etc.) .  The  presently  offered  example  is 
evenly  worn,  with  but  one  or  two  insignificant  adjustment  marks  on 
the  top  of  the  reverse.  The  peripheries  have  begun  to  acquire  an  at¬ 
tractive,  coppery-red  toning.  In  terms  or  overall  balance,  this  is  an  ex¬ 
ceptional  1795  Half  Eagle,  (photo)

specimen,  weakly  struck  in  the  centers  as  this  variety  often  comes.

An 
original  example  with  coppery  toning  and  NO  adjustment  marks.  In¬ 
terestingly,  accompanied  by  a  papier  envelope  designating  this  as  the 
“lucky  piece  of  Lydia  Stover.”  (photo) 

2111  1802/1  EXTREMELY  FINE  (45/45)*.  Original  luster  peeks  out 
from  the  protected  areas.  The  balance  of  the  coin  is  evenly  worn,  with 
no  obvious  or  distracting  circulation  marks  in  evidence.  There  are  no 
adjustment  marks  on  either  side.  The  only  defect  worthy  of  mention 
is  a  small  rim  bruise  on  the  reverse  at  1  o’clock.  This  piece  should 
please  just  about  all  collectors  of  early  U.  S.  gold,  (photo) 

2112  1802/1  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50/50)*.  Lustrous,  with 
coppery- red  toning  present  in  the  protected  areas  on  the  reverse.  The 
only  adjustment  marks  appear  in  the  denticles  on  the  uppier  and  lower 
obverse;  they  are  totally  absent  from  the  reverse.  A  great  looking  ex¬ 
ample  of  an  early  Half  Eagle,  (photo) 
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Half  Eagles  (cont ’d) 


2113  1802/1  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50/50)*.  Sharply  struck  in 
green-gold,  with  all  of  Liberty’s  hair  strands  fully  visible  and  with 
sharp  feather  details  on  the  reverse.  There  is  a  slight  rounding  of  the 
reverse  rim  at  8  o’clock  which  appears  to  be  a  natural  occurrence.

2127  1810  EXTREMELY  FINE(40/40)*.  B-la,  R.2.  Large  date.  Large 
5.  Lustrous  yellow-gold  surfaces  with  pleasing  golden-orange  over¬ 
tones  in  the  protected  areas.  A  few  stray  marks  are  noted  on  Liberty’s 
cheek  and  neck,  as  well  as  an  insignificant  obverse  rim  bruise  at  6:00. 
The  softly  struck  eagle  also  displays  some  faint  adjustment  marks.

2129  1810  MINT  STATE (63/63)*.  B-la,  R.2.  Large  date.  Large  5.  Frosty 
yellow-gold  surfaces  which  are  well  struck  and  quite  pleasing  in  ap¬ 
pearance.  An  obverse  rim  bruise  at  12:00  does  detract  from  this  other¬ 
wise  problem- free  example.  Ideal  for  type  purposes,  (photo) 
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2130  1811  VERY  FINE(20/20)*.  B-lb,  R.4.  Small  5.  An  evenly  struck 
and  worn  specimen,  once  lightly  cleaned,  leaving  behind  deposits  of 
a  black  substance  within  some  of  the  reverse  lettering .

Farran  Zerbe  issued  wooden  postcards  and  Souvenir  Half 
and  Quarter  dollar  tokens  were  made  by  M.E.  Hart&Co.  Apparent¬ 
ly  even  spoons  were  manufactured  with  coins  attached  as  a  promo¬ 
tional  device.  All  these  ploys  did  little  to  increase  sales  but  today 
numismatists  have  a  rich  legacy  of  keepsakes  from  the  Exposition. 
The  coin  itself  is  undamaged  and  if  done  properly  could  be  remov¬ 
ed  without  damaging  the  rims,  should  the  new  owner  so  wish.

(55/55)*.  This  amazing  rarity  was  formerly  in  the  Amon  Carter  Sale, 
sold  by  Stack’s  in  January  of  1984  as  lot  1163.  The  description  of 
the  coin  at  that  time  still  seems  to  make  the  definitive  statement 
on  this  piece  and  we  cannot  add  anything  significant  to  it,  so  we 
quote  it  in  its  entirety:  “$10.00.  1849.  Obverse:  Bishop  mitre  or 
hat  above  all-seeing  eye;  HOLINESS  TO  THE  LORD  around. 
Reverse:  Two  clasped  hands  with  1849  below;  PURE  GOLD  TEN 
DOLLARS  around.  About  Uncirculated  and  choice.  A  lustrous 
coin  with  delicate  orange  toning.  There  is  even  the  possibility  that 
this  coin  never  reached  circulation  but  just  has  the  faintest  friction. 
Its  rarity  is  legendary.  Perhaps  only  a  half-dozen  are  extant  from 
the  46  coined.  It  goes  without  saying  that  this  coin  is  far  and  away 
the  finest  in  existence.  The  only  specimens  we  can  actually  trace 
at  auction  are:  l.Mehl’s  Knoop  Sale,  1931;  Stack’s  Walton  Collec¬ 
tion,  1963,  to  Stack’s  Gibson  Collection,  1974,  to  Kagin’s  1983 

A. N.A.  Sale.  2.  Mehl’s  William  D.  Waltman,  H.O.  Granberg,  Judge 
Charles  Slack  Collections.  3.  This  coin  from  Mehl’s  Golden  Jubilee 
Sale,  Jerome  David  Kern  Collection,  formerly  in  the  Col.  E.H.R. 
Green  Collection.  We  certainly  agree  with  a  statement  made  by 

B. Max  Mehl  in  his  catalog  of  the  Kern  material,  “In  fact  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  state  that  this  is  the  finest  specimen  of  any  Mormon  co 
n  known.’”’  In  the  Carter  Sale  four  years  ago  this  beautiful  and 
historic  piece  of  Americana  brought  $132,000  (including  the  10% 
buyer’s  fee),  (photo) 


2692  Deseret  Currency  Association.  $2.00  paper  note,  fine,  a  few  folds 
and  stains  are  evident.  Signed  by  H.  B.  Clawson  and  Bringham 
Young  (Young’  signature  is  on  the  plate),  September  27,  1858.  These 
notes  were  used  by  Mormons  to  finance  the  aniticipated  Utah  War 
in  1858.  The  Notes  were  not  backed  by  gold,  but  livestock.  Nearly 
all  Deseret  Currency  was  redeemed  by  the  church  and  burned  within 
five  years  of  issue. 

2693  Great  Salt  Lake  City  Corporation  Fifty  Cent  Paper  Note.  This  note 
is  dated  July  17,  1866  and  is  signed  by  Robert  Campbell.  An  in¬ 
teresting,  well-circulated  note  valued  by  Alvin  Rust  in  his  famous 
book  “Mormon  and  Utah  Coin  and  Currency’  ’  between  $250-$500.

K-l,  R.6.  Struck  on  a  bright  orange-gold  planchet  and  generally 
well  struck  in  the  centers  with  details  such  as  wing  tips,  arrow  points 
and  leaves  losing  some  definition.  Miners  Bank  coins  were  some 
of  the  very  first  privately  minted  gold  pieces  struck  in  California 
after  the  discovery  of  gold  in  1848.  They  were  coined  by  the  firm 
of  Broderick  &  Kohler  in  1849.  Miners  Bank,  Pacific  Company, 
and  Cincinnati  Mining  and  Trading  Co.  all  subcontracted  the  ac¬ 
tual  minting  of  their  coins  to  Broderick  &  Kohler.  The  coins  were 
hand-struck  and  were  underweight.  They  passed  as  currency  readily 
enough  until  an  assay  showed  the  company’s  coins  to  be  deficient. 
They  then  began  to  be  traded  at  a  20%  discount  off  their  face  value, 
but  by  that  time  Broderick  &  Kohler  had  amassed  a  fortune  by  their 
private  minting  operations.  They  then  plowed  their  minting  money 
into  land  speculation  in  San  Francisco  and  made  another  fortune, 
(photo) 


2695  1850  Baldwin  &  Co.  Restrike.  MINT  STATE  (60/60)*.  K-ld,  R.6. 
Brass.  Lightly  colored  brass,  pale  in  color  no  doubt  from  an  old 
cleaning.  Although  termed  a  restrike  the  off-metal  Baldwin  pieces 
were  actually  struck  from  dies  that  differ  from  the  original  gold  pieces 
in  several  aspects.  The  most  obvious  difference  is  the  alignment 
of  the  final  S  in  DOLLARS.  On  the  originals  the  small  S  is  in  line 
with  the  bottom  of  the  rest  of  DOLLAR,  on  the  restrikes  it  is  in 
line  with  the  top  of  the  other  letters. 

2696  1850  Baldwin  Restrike.  MINT  STATE  (60/60)*.  K-lg,  R.6.  White 
Metal.  Struck  from  the  same  dies  as  the  brass  piece  above.  Show¬ 
ing  a  grey -white  haze  over  portions  of  both  sides  and  one  large  and 
several  smaller  areas  of  oxidation  on  the  reverse.  Baldwin’s  coins 
were  struck  in  very  large  numbers  and  circulated  widely  until  an 
assay  proved  them  to  be  underweight.  Today  originals  are  very  rare 
and  most  collectors  must  content  themselves  with  one  of  the 
restrikes,  (photo) 


2697  1852  Ten  Dols.  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50/50).  Kagin  10, 

R.  5 .  Augustus  Humbert  reverse.  Well  struck  and  free  of  any  defects, 
including  the  reverse  die  crack  which  crosses  the  reverses  on  some 
of  the  varieties  of  this  year.  Struck  in  an  attractive  orange-gold, 
(photo)

2699  1852  U.S.  Assay  Office  $50  “Slug”  900  THOUS.  MINT  STATE 
(60/60)*.  K-14,  High  R.5.  A  beautiful,  fully  lustrous  slug  that  is 
especially  well  struck  showing  almost  full  feather  detail  on  the  ar¬ 
rows  .  The  luster  is  bright  with  no  traces  of  the  usual  coppery-reddish 
color.  Slugs  are  especially  prone  to  bagmarks  and  rim  bumps  because 
of  their  unusually  large  size  and  weight.

(63/63)*.  K-14,  High  R.5.  An  almost  unbelievable  example  of  this 
popular  and  widely  circulated  gold  coin.  The  luster  is  just 
remarkable.  In  fact,  the  fields  have  a  certain  semi-prooflikeness  to 
them  when  held  just  so  under  a  light,  indicating  that  this  may  have 
been  one  of  the  first  coins  produced  from  the  new  dies  in  January 
of  1853  as  an  emergency  issue.  The  strike  is  95%$  full,  lacking  on¬ 
ly  the  feathers  on  the  bottom  arrow  above  the  shield.  There  are  several 
minor  abrasions  and  even  a  couple  of  tiny  rim  cuts  but  these  small 
imperfections  cannot  dilute  the  immediate  and  sustaining  eye  ap¬ 
peal  of  this  important  coin.  We  were  not  given  a  pedigree  for  this 
coin,  but  it  really  should  not  be  hard  to  trace.  There  is  a  tiny  rim 
cut  jus  t  above  the  letter  “O”  in  OFFICE  and  on  the  reverse  there 
is  a  planchet  lamination  at  the  point  of  the  rim  at  8  o’clock  if  turn¬ 
ed  coinwise,  and  2  o’clock  if  turned  medallically.  Undoubtably  one 
of  the  finest  known,  possibly  even  the  finest  since  Garrett  only  had

(40/40)*.  K-2,  R.4.  Bright  gold  color  with  the  usual  softness  in  the 
centers  of  each  side.  A  moderately  circulated  and  very  attractive 
example  of  a  Half  Eagle  from  this  scarce  Colorado  firm,  photo; 

2702  1861  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  Ten  Dollar  EXTREMELY  FINE 
(40/40)*.  K-7,  R.4.  Softly  struck  in  the  areas  opposite  design  details 
on  the  other  side,  i.e.  the  top  of  the  head  and  the  bottom  of  the  bird 
and  arrows,  the  eagle’s  head  and  the  trunk  of  Liberty’s  neck,  the 
12th  star  and  the  eagle’s  left  wingtip.  Lighdy  colored  gold  plan¬ 
chet  with  the  luster  in  the  protected  areas  of  perhaps  a  45-50  coin .

2703  1861  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  Ten  Dollar.  EXTREMELY  FINE 
(40/40)*.  K-7,  R.4.  Well  struck  throughout  the  obverse  with  the 
only  weakness  showing  on  the  reverse  on  the  outer  details  of  the 
eagle.  The  fields  were  somewhat  roughened  by  use  in  the  mining 
camps  and  environs  of  Denver  in  the  1860s  but  altogether  a  pleas¬ 
ing,  well  preserved  coin.  The  firm  of  Clark  and  Gruber  was  highly 
respected  in  frontier  Colorado  and  its  coins  circulated  at  par  with 
regular  issue  U.S.  coinage.  In  1861  the  firm  stiffened  the  almost 
pure  gold  alloy  of  the  1 860  coins  but  still  retained  the  approximate¬ 
ly  1  %  extra  value  they  originally  placed  in  the  1 860  coins.  Even  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  admitted  in  an  1861  assay  report  that  the  com¬ 
pany’s  coins  were,  “of  professed  value,  or  slightly  over.”  (photo) 

2704  1861  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  Quarter  Eagle.  EXTREMELY  FINE 
(45/45)*.  K-5,  R.4.  The  1861  Clark  pieces  have  PIKES  PEAK  on 
Liberty’s  coronet  rather  than  the  company  name  as  in  1860.  The 
Kagin  reference  work  notes  that  the  Quarter  Eagles  are  seen  weak 
on  Liberty’s  cheek  and  above  the  ear  and  on  the  shield  on  the  reverse. 
Indeed  that  is  the  case  with  this  coin.  The  surfaces  are  otherwise 
very  attractive  and  original  and  have  never  been  cleaned  or  other¬

Ex:  Gaston  DiBello,  Stack’s,  May  1970,  lot  253  (flip accompanies) 
and  Stack’s  December  1980  Sale,  lot  415  (flip  accompanies).  On 
both  flips  the  coin  is  attributed  as  191a,  for  those  collecting  pat¬

2712  Judd-198,  R.7.  1858  One  Cent.  Proof  64/64*.  Struck  in  copper- 
nickel  with  a  plain  edge.  Regular  flying  eagle  obverse;  the  reverse 
shows  an  ornamented  shield  at  the  top  of  the  wreath.  Subdued 
brilliance.  Streaks  of  a  reddish  toning  appear  on  both  sides.  This 
piece  is  rarer  by  far  than  most  of  the  1 856  Cent  patterns,  but  because 
of  traditional  listings,  the  1856  will  always  bring  more  money  in 
comparable  conditions.

Cleaned  once  and  now  re  toning 
with  bright  iridescent  colors  over  the  surfaces  of  both  sides. 

2715  Judd-228,  R.  1.  1859  Cent.  MS-64/64 .*  Struck  in  copper-nickel  with 
plain  edge.  The  regular  die  obverse  with  the,  as  adopted,  reverse 
of  1860.  Bright,  lustrous  and  totally  original.  A  well  preserved  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  common  pattern.  While  common  as  a  business  strike 
the  J-228  is  scarce  in  such  choice  condition,  (photo) 

2716  Judd-238,  R.4.  1859  Half  Dollar.  Proof  64/64  Brown*.  Struck  in 
copper  with  a  reeded  edge.  Obverse  designed  by  Longacre;  “cereal 
wreath”  reverse.  Chocolate  brown,  with  no  hint  of  original  color. 
Lightly  hairlined  on  the  obverse,  but  only  to  a  minor  degree.  The 
surfaces  appear  somewhat  oily,  indicating  a  need  for  a  bath  in  organic 
solvents.  Despite  what  appears  to  be  an  average  grade,  this  piece 
is  nicer  than  many  we  have  seen  of  this  issue,  (photo) 

2717  Judd-239,  R.4.  1859  Half  Dollar.  Proof63/63*.  Struck  in  silver  with 
a  reeded  edge.  Faintly  hairlined  on  either  side.  The  surfaces  are 
mostly  untoned,  except  for  some  delicate  dark  gold  on  the  outer¬ 
most  rims.  This  pattern  combines  a  Longacre  obverse  with  the 
“cereal  wreath”  reverse.  The  denomination  is  shown  as  1/2 
DOLLAR,  (photo) 

2718  Judd-240,  R.4.  1859  Half  Dollar.  PROOF  62/62*  Longacre's  design 
for  a  Half  Dollar  with  1/2  DOLLAR  surrounded  by  the  ’’cereal 
wreath’  ’  on  the  reverse.  Struck  in  copper  with  reeded  edge.  Brown 
overall  with  scattered  patches  of  blue,  (photo) 


2719  Judd-249,  R.7. 1859  Half  Dollar.  PROOF  63/63*  Paquet’s  design 

for  the  Half  Dollar  muled  with  the  same  reverse  as  the  Judd-240 
above,  i.e.,  1/2  DOLLAR  surrounded  by  the  “cereal  wreath.” 
Struck  in  silver  with  reeded  edge.  A  brilliant  coin  with  a  sharp  cameo 
contrast  between  the  fields  and  devices  on  both  sides.  Two  interesting 
items  of  note  are  observed  on  this  coin.  First,  the  date  shows  to  have 
been  rather  dramatically  repunched  on  the  185  of  the  date,  the  first 
punch  was  much  too  low  and  angled  sharply  upward.

Struck  in  silver  with 
a  reeded  edge.  Regular  obverse  dies  combined  with  a  reverse  die 
showing  GOD  OUR  TRUST  in  the  field  above  the  eagle.  Rather 
heavily  hairlined  on  both  sides  and  with  an  area  of  cloudy  milkmess 
on  the  top  of  the  reverse.  The  rims  of  the  coin  have  acquired  a  natural , 
steel  and  sea-green  toning.  Despite  the  obvious  problems,  this  is 
an  acceptable  example  of  this  scarce  pattern  issue,  (photo; 

2722  Judd-298,  R. 3.  1862  Eagle.  PROOF  62/62*  Struck  in  copper  and 
gilt.  Reeded  edge.  The  obverse  is  of  the  regular  die,  the  reverse  is 
similar  to  the  regular  die  except  the  motto  GOD  OUR  TRUST  is 
placed  directly  onto  the  field,  not  on  a  scroll.  Ex:  Auction  ’80,  lot 
1862  (flip  accompanies)  where  it  was  simply  described  as,

Although  the  Judd  reference  lists  the  piece 
as  R-8  and  the  Adams  and  Woodin  work  that  preceded  Judd  lists 
it  as  R-14,  i.e.  2-3  known,  it  is  believed  that  this  coin  is  unique. 
That  is  the  opinion  of  the  consignor  and  Dave  Berg,  probably  the 
most  knowledgeable  dealer  handling  patterns  today.  This  coin  has 
not  been  auctioned  in  recent  memory.  It  turned  up  in  a  group  of 
silver  dollars  which  contained  about  25  patterns  and  was  bought 
by  Berg.  In  a  phone  conversation  with  him,  Berg  looked  in  one  of 
his  very  early  edition  Judd  books  which  was  extensively  annotated. 
Notes  were  found  on  all  the  surrounding  issues  but  the  1750  was 
a  blank.  There  are  several  light  oxidation  spots  on  the  rims.  To  aid 
in  tracing  the  pedigree  of  this  piece  in  the  future  there  is  one  small 
spot  between  the  T  and  Y  of  LIBERTY.  Also,  a  planchet  lamina¬ 
tion  is  noted  above  E  TR  of  WE  TRU  ST.  An  extraordinary  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  collector  of  patterns,  experimental  pieces  and  die  trials. 
Should  this  piece  be  sold  into  the  hands  of  a  wealthy  collector  it 
could  be  a  generation  or  more  before  it  reappears  in  the  numismatic 
marketplace,  (photo) 


2762  Judd-1770,  R.5.  1896  5  Cents.  Mint  State  63/63*.  Struck  in  Nickel 
with  a  plain  edge.  Non-magnetic.  In  terms  or  surface  preservation 
this  coin  is  nicer  than  MS-63,  but  the  brilliance  is  somewhat  muted 
by  a  silvery-grey  toning.

1915  Panama-Pacific  Gold  Dollar  with 
no  mintmark.  Proof  65/65.  Struck  in  gold  with  a  plain  edge.  Regular 
dies  without  the  San  Francisco  mintmark!  One  of  the  most  curious 
and  interesting  pattern  issues  ever  struck  by  the  United  States  Mint. 
Farran  Zerbe  speculated  that  they  “may  have  been  struck  as  trial 
pieces  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  by  the  instructions  of  the  (then) 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  was  a  coin  collector.’  ’  This  cataloguer 
saw  several  of  the  pieces  which  were  part  of  the  set  of  nine  gold  and 
one  silver  Pan-Pacific  Dollars  once  owned  by  the  deposed  King 
Farouk  of  Egypt .  It  is  not  known  whether  this  coin  came  from  that 
set,  nor  if  there  are  others  in  existence,  but  it  is  believed  th  at  this 
piece  is  unique.  Satiny  gold,  with  splashes  of  coppery  toning.  The 
die  cracks  mentioned  by  Judd  are  present  on  both  the  obverse  and 
the  reverse.  Judd  also  mentions  that  this  is  the  “fifth  impression” 
(source  unknown  for  this  nomenclature),  indicating  that  someone 
has  preserved  or  determined  the  sequence  in  which  these  pieces 
were  struck.

2938  1924  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike,  with  NCI  certificate 
ARO-8 141-008  for  grade  and  authenticity,  dated  05-31-88.
